Soch Concerned About Extent •< 


Oil Burning In Sills. 


The coal trade is divided over the 


amount of competition that Is develop- 
ing in the use ot fuel oil, but the fact 
remains tliat many mills in New Eng- 
land already a-e having oil burners 
installed for experimental purposes 
and many oher mills are making in 
quiries as to the adiantages of oil over 
coal Some of the New England coal 
men are quite concerned ov«r the pro- 
gress that is being made by the oil in- 
terests, but otters, equally important 
factors take it as a matter of course 
and are not much disturbed says the 
Coal Trade Journal Reports are com- 
ing to hand ot a good deal of work in 
the way of installing naterpower also 
throughout J<ew England 


In certain sections consumption of 


coal has been materially reduced by 
the installation of oil-burning appara- 
tus At Providence, E. I, alone it is 
estimated that some 150 000 tons ot 
coal a year have oeen displaced by 
fuel oil and in Lawrence, Maes, oil- 
bunrng apparatus has cut do'vn coal 
consumption about an equal amount 
The Amoslceag Manufacturing corn- 
pan} at Manchester, N H. which 
a«retofore consumed 100 000 tons ol 
coal annuall, is changing over somfl 
sixty-seven of its boilers to oil 


In talks with consumers who are 


looking Into ttie oil-burning problem 
it is found that the pnncipal element 
of interest lies in the fact that by the 
use of oil tie amount of labor re- 
quired in the flreroom is verj much 
reduced and, with the various trou- 
bles mill interests have experienced 
with the fireroom help in the last few 
years fresh in their toinds they u el- 
come anvthing that will t»nd to elim- 
inate this disturbing factor
